NEW 



RLY in the fall of J 864, on the second floor of a little 
brick school house at Sixth and School, West High 
first came into existence* There were only a few- 
pupils and a single teacher, who had classes in all 
branches of education, from spelling to astronomy, 
from singing to surveying. 

The first year was not an entire success, so early 
in the term the high school was compelled to surren- 
der the second floor to the larger primary classes, and take a small 
room on the floor below where it was so crowded that the very win- 
dow sills were used as seats. 

Under such discouraging circumstances the school fought tor 
existence for four years, gaining students very slowly and gradually 
establishing a standard among the citizens of West Des Moines. The 
first encouragement came in J868, when the school was removed to 
the old Third Ward building which formerly stood on the corner of 
Ninth and Locust. The building, though comparatively large, was 
poorly constructed and one morning the plastering fell from the ceil- 
ing onto the heads of the pupils. For this and other reasons, it was 
decided to give up the third floor of the new Lincoln building to the 
high school. 

Even this place was not without its drawbacks, for the heating 
was very poor and at times the gas was lighted that some sensation 
of warmth might be gained by the shivering students. However, the 
accommodations were the best the school had yet enjoyed and she 
was quick to seize her opportunity and entered into her first era of 
prosperity. 

The course of study, though somewhat different from the 
original one, still made the same requirements from all students and 
included such advanced subjects as trigonometry and calculus. The 
faculty had increased to three and from time to time during the stay 
in this building new members were added and new studies included. 
Science was made a specialty and one of the three high school rooms 
was given up to it. The apparatus consisted of a few test tubes, a 




few poor chemicals, an electrical machine and an air pump; these last 
two the property of teachers. In one of the first chemical experi- 
ments a window was blown out. 

It was here also that West High first began to have other inter- 
ests than studies. Literary societies flourished, and declamatory or 
oratorical contests were very popular. In these contests representa- 
tives from West Des Moines several times captured the gold medal 
offered by the state association. Debating became quite popular, and 
the first school paper known as the "High School Herald" was pub- 
lished. Students began to take pride in their school and the first evi- 
dence of general enthusiasm and "school spirit" made itself felt by 
the rapid growth. 

By \ 888 the school had again overflowed its accommodations 
when the new and commodious building on the hill was opened. To- 
day it is somewhat contemptuously styled "The Old Building," but at 
that time it was considered almost an extravagance and far larger 
than necessary. It sufficed for just fifteen years and during that time 
several distinct courses were developed from the old studies, and two 
new ones — the Industrial and Modern Language were added. New 
members were added to the faculty continually and the standard of 
work steadily raised. 

Athletic activity too, added its help to the many interests which 
were all boosting the growth of the school, and the year of J902 found 
the halls, the stairways and the basement being used as class rooms. 
The next year, J903, the new building with its magnificent assembly 
room, gymnasium and science laboratories was opened. The 
courses of study were again revised and today West High stands 
highest of all Iowa's schools in equipment, in reputation and in stand- 
ard of education. She offers such a range of courses that almost 
every variety of knowledge may be gained within her walls. 

For those who wish to supplement high school with a college 
course, a diploma from the Latin course secures admission wherever 
any high school diplomas are accepted. Where entrance examina- 
tions are required from everyone graduates from this course almost 
always pass with high honors. 

For others, the scientific course furnishes the best possible foun- 
dation for further pursuit of science, and in itself gives a liberal 
education. 

In the Modern Language course excellent instruction is offered 
in German and French and moreover splendid preparation for college 
work is included. 

For those students who cannot expect a college education, the 



Manual Training: and Commercial courses are excellent preparation 
for business life* Heretofore it has been nearly impossible to supply- 
even the local demand for graduates from these courses and a grad- 
uate can always demand a much higher salary than a person with- 
out such preparation* 

And so West High supplies many varieties of regular education. 
There are so many different studies offered that if a person should 
take them all he would be in school eight years. And moreover much 
practical knowledge may be gained through her literary societies, 
her debating and athletic teams, her musical organizations, her school 
paper, and other lines fully described in this book. 

Though still far from the ideal school she is steadily coming 
toward this goal and each succeeding class enjoys more advantages 
and pivileges than the last. 

The class of 1909 leaves West High with a strong feeling of 
love and loyalty and with the sincere wish that nothing may impede 
her steady progress.
